Lire  Rev.  Father  Sydney  MacEw- 
an,  celebrated  “singing  priest”  who 
will  present  the  College  assembly 
program,  Friday,  October  29,  at  10 
ajn.,  has  arrived  In  New  York  for 
his  first  American  concert  tour. 

He  was  born  In  Glasgow  of  an 
Irish  mother  and  Scots  father.  Now 
the  parish  priest  in  Lochgilphead, 
Argyll,  he  has  been  called  the  “fin¬ 
est  living  singer  of  Celtic  songs.” 
On  his  last  tour  of  Australia  in  1951 
he  broke  all  existing  box  office  re¬ 
cords,  including  those  established 
by-  Dame  Nellie  Melba  and  John 
McCormack. 

Dame  Nellie  Melba  is  now  a  fam¬ 
iliar  name  on  this  campus  since 
the  presentation  last  week  of  the 
movie  “Melba”  by  the  Tivoli  Thea¬ 
ter  for  the  benifit  of  the  Student 
Loan  Fund. 

For  six  years  Father  MacEwan  re¬ 
fused  all  offers  to  visit  the  United 
States,  but  finally  consented  to 
spend  his  holidays  In  this  country 
tills  fall.  He  will  sing  twelve  .con¬ 
cepts  under  the  auspices  of  the 
National  Arts  Foundation,  a  non¬ 
profit  organization  to  increase  in¬ 
terest  in  the  arts.

,  You  have  been  in  college  about  six  weeks.  You  have  had 
time  to  learn  that  there  are  some  differences  between  high  school 
and  coliege  which  challenge  your  abilities.  I  am  assuming  that 
you  are  here  to  improve  yourself.  One  of  the  tests  of  such  im¬ 
provement  will  be  five  success  or  failure  in  your  class  work.  Why 
do  some  students  fail?  There  have  been  many  'studies  made  of 
this  problem.  There  are  many  reason's  advaned  for  student  fail¬ 
ure.  Fortunctely  these  reasons  also  point  to  wqys  of  prevention 
of  failure.  I  wish  to  suggest  a  few  things  that  YOU  should  do 
that  will  help  YOU. 

1.  Have  a  regular  STUDY  schedule  just  as  you  have  a  class 
schedule.  Make  a  weekly  chart.  On  this  chart  have  a  definite, 
place  and  time  to  study  each  subject.  FOLLOW  THIS  STUDY 
schedule  every  day  as  faithfully  as  you  do  your  class  attendance 
schedule.  You  will  find  it  will  pay  good  dividends. 

2.  Attend  classes  regularly  and  make  notes  of  what  goes 
on  in  class.  In  your  study  period  review  those  notes-  as  well  as 
study  the  advance  assignment. 

3.  Improve  your  reading  and  writing  abilities.  The  col¬ 
lege  has  a  reading  laboratory  to  help  you  with  reading  difficul¬ 
ties.  If  you  really  want  to  improve  your  reading  habits.  Miss 
Smith  will  be  willing  to  help  you.  Miss  Smith's  laboratory  is  in 
the  Library.  You  can  make  an  appointment  with  Miss  Smith. 
Improvement  in  your  reading  habits  will  be  of  great  benefit  to 
you. 

Your  writing  habits  are  very  important  also.  If  you  are  de¬ 
termined  to  make  good  at  this  business  of  getting  a  college  edu¬ 
cation,  you  will  use  Freshman  English  as  a  means  to  your  suc¬ 
cess  in  all  your  other  college  work. 

There  are  other  things  that  contribute  to  success  in  class¬ 
room  work:  The  vocabulary  of  each  subject,  the  organization  of 
your  textbook,  (study  the  INDEX  as  a  means  of  learning  vocab¬ 
ulary),  taking  part  in  class  discussions,  having  assignment  mater¬ 
ial  in  on  time,  using  the  Library,  etc,  etc.  I  wish-  to  urge  you  to 
concentrate  on  the  three  items  I  have  listed  above.  These  are 
things  which  only  you  can  do  that  will  help  you.

Bulldogs  Squeeze 
Past  Cats,  24-20 

An  up  and  down  Bearcat  squad 
lost  a  heart  breaker  to  thc  Kirks¬ 
ville  Bulldogs  last  Friday  night 
here  at  Memorial  Stadium  by  the 
score  of  24-20.  The  clash  between 
thc  Bearcats  and  Bulldogs  was  an 
offensive  show  for  the  first  half 
with  38  of  the  44  points  being 
scored. 

The  Bulldogs,  winning  the  toss, 
elected  to  receive,  taking  the  ball 
on  their  own  31  after  the  kickoff. 
On  the  first  play  from  scrimmage, 
R.  H.  B.  Austin  broke  away  for  69 
yds.  and  a  touchdown  to  put  the 
Bulldogs  in  front  6-0.  The  Bull¬ 
dogs  kicked  off  to  the  Cats  and 
each  had  a  series  of  plays  that  wero 
stymied  by  the  defense. 

Maryville  took  over  on  the  Bull¬ 
dog  41,  a  pass  from  Bill  Baldwin  to 
Ono  Monachino  complete,  then  a 
luteral  from  Monachino  to  Walker, 
resulted  in  a  T  D.,  and  Walker 
booted  the  extra  point  true.  The 
Cats  led  7-6.  That  is  the  story 
for  the  first  half,  it  being  an  of¬ 
fensive  show  with  the  half  ending, 
the  Cats  on  the  big  end  of  a  20-18 
score. 

The  second  half  was  entirely  dif¬ 
ferent,  a  defensive  game,  with  the 
Bulldogs  cashing  in  on  a  despera¬ 
tion  pass  to  score  the  deciding 
marker,  with  five  minutes  left  in 
the  final  stanza.  The  Cat  rally 
was  stopped  short  when  the  Cats 
lost  the  ball  on  downs  on  the  Bull¬ 
dog  29  yd.  line. 

On  the  defense  Mark  Bums 
turned  in  his  usual  steady  game 
and  Red  Walker  and  Ono  Mona¬ 
chino  gave  fine  accounts  of  them¬ 
selves  at  defensive  ends  with  Mon¬ 
achino  throwing  the  Bulldogs  for 
13  yds.  negative  on  two  successive 
plays.
